The penalty for 
violation of the foregoing provisions 
shall be a fine not to exceed one thousand 
dollars; imprisonment not to exceed six 
months, or work ina chain-gang on the 
public works not to exceed twelve 
months; and any one or more of these 
punishments may be ordered in the dis- 
cretion of the Judze. 
In Bryan, Chatham, Clarke, DeKalb 
and Fulton counties, the law prohibits 
at allseasons of the year, the trapping 
or shooting, killing or destroying of any 
insectivorous bird of any kind; also be- 
tween the first day of April and first day 
of October, any deer, partridge, wild 
turkey, and wild ducks, and the fact of 
being in possession of any such bird or 
animal, or exposing the same for sale shall 
be heli as prima _ facie proof 
of the fact of killing or trapping 
by the person in possession, provided, 
that the trapping of birds between the 
first day of October and the first day of 
April shall not apply to the counties of 
Clarke, DeKaib and Fulton. The pun- 
ishment attached to these prohibitions 
shall be a fine not exceeding five hundred 
dollars or imprisonment’ in the county 
jail not exceeding six months, at the dis 


eretion of the court.

Apprehended Riot at Ft. Gaines.

Yesterday morning the marshal of Ft. 
Gaines, Col. A. §S. Fennille, notified the 
Governor that there was danger of a riot 
in that city by armed colored persons as- 
sembling under pretence of drilling. He 
was informed in reply, that persons 
peaceably assembled and not actually dis- 
turbing the public peace, or violating the 
law, should not be molested. An at- 
tempt to do somight bring about the 
mischief sought to be avoided. Any 
action should be taken with great cau- 
tion, and no interference made unless it 
should be necessary to preserve order. 

An immediate dispatch was sent by the 


Governor to Hon. John I. Walk- 
er, Ordinary of Clay county, 
in reference to the disturbance, 


enjoining that peace must be preserved; 
that nothing should be done to create 
or spread disorder; that so long as there 
is no violence and no defiance of lawful 
authority no assemblage of persons 
should be molested; that caution and 
promptness must be used to suppress all 
attempts to create disorder by whomso- 
ever made; that the sheriff and the peace 
officers should be in close cooperation 


with all good citizens to avoid riot; but 
in thelast.resort to call upon the Fort 
Gaines Guards, an armed company under 
Capt. E. A, Mason, who have been 
placed under the orders of the Ordinary, 
to preserve peace.

The Caterpillar. 


GRANTTILLE, Ga., August, 1874. 
Editors Constitution: As you are the 
farmer’s friend I apply to you, for a little 
information about the destruction of the 
caterpillar. 

What is the best remedy’ If ‘‘Paris 
green” is a certain remedy, when and 
how should it be applied? Should it be 
applied before the warm actually appears 
in the field, or as soon as they are seen’ 
What amount should be used per ucre, 
and what would be the relative cost? 
I ask for this information, because my 
cotton and most of my neighbors, is very 
late, as well as small, and if we are visited 
by the caterpillar without being able to 
operate against him, we can’t muke a half 
crop. Corn in this section is very good 
with much more planted than usual. 

A SUBSCRIBER. 
We have delayed an answer so that we 
could give positive information, obtained 
from a large manufacturer of the poison. 
We wrote to Albany, Georgia, and re- 
ceived the following letter, which we 
give entire: 

ALBANY, Ga., August 13, 1874, 
Royall’s caterpillar destroyer we make 
as follows: Paris green, 1 1b.; powdered 
rosin, 1lb.; powdered elm bark, \4lb.; 
flour, 171slbs., making 20lbs. Mix this 
thoroughly. 
en Virections for use,20 to 2itbs. per acre; 
But we find 6 to 10)bs. sufficient. 

Paris green is worth 35 to 40 cenis a 
pound; rosin about $3 to $4 a barrel of 200 
pounds; flour is worth $5 a barrel for 
the kind we use—what is known as mus- 
ty flour, but no lumps in it. We have a 
machine for mixing which works splen- 
didly, and we made nearly fifty barrels 
in one day, with three hands. 
Whicenant’s caterpillar destroyer is 
made, we believe, as follows: Paris 
green, \,lb.; arsenic, 1lb.; slacked lime, 
251bs. L. E.& H. E. Wevca, 
Druggists, Albany, Ga. 
In addition we will say that the poison 
should be applied by sprinkling it on the 
plants when you see the caterpillar upon 
them. They eat the poison with the 
leaves. It should be applied while the 
dew ison the plants, if possible, so it 
will remain; and again after every rain, 
as the rain washes the poison off. The 
compound must be used very carefully, 
as the Paris green is a deadly poison, 
both to man and beast. For a plan to de- 
stroy the flies that lay the eggs from 
which the caterpillar is hatched, see No. 
30 of our cotton articles.

Americus, Ga., 102 degrees; Montgomery, 
Ala., 101 degrees. 

We can see no prospect for a materia! 
change in the weather very soon. 

NEW YORK. 

This market was quiet and very dull, 
with a decline of 4, of a cent the first 
two days of the week; but the latter part 
it has been steady, with large sales. Sales 
of spots 12,290 bales, which is the largest 
for any week in three months. Contracts 
huve been weak. Sales 117,000 bales, at 
a general decline of ‘4 cent in the price. 
The principal cause of this was the more 
favorable report of the Agricultural Bu- 
reau at Washington. This report was 
issued for the appearance of the crops up 
to August Ist, and does not include the 
recent damage from drouth. This 
way of taking two weeks to compile 
a report makes a very serious difference. 
The July report of the Bureau was not 
good enough; and this for August, is 
too good, as there has been serious dam- 
age inthe past two weeks. As the Liv- 
erpool market has risen and the New 
York market fallen they are now very 
near on a parity, as to price; which ac- 
counts for the larger purchases for ex- 
ports, in the past few days. Although 
the sales ia New York have been large, 
the stock has been reduced only 2,000 
bales. This is accounted for by the fact 
that after selling, the party is allowed 
several days to deliver the cotton, and it 
requires about ten days for exporters to 
ship their cotton after purchasing, so we 
shall have a large reduction of the New 
York stock next week 

LIVERPOOL. 

This market has been firm, with an up- 
ward tendency, the most of the week. 
Large sales, with a rise of !, of acent in 
the price. It is not likely tne price will 
be uny lower for several weeks, and it 
may be higher. 

CORRESPONENCE. 


Decatcr Co., Ga., August 11, 1874. 
It has been very hot and dry for ten 
days, and cotton has stopped growing. 
The plants were so full of sap im conse- 
uence of the continued rains in July, 
that this hot sun seems to burn them up. 
They are turning yellow and shedding off 
leaves, forms and smal! bolls. If we do 
not have rain very soon the crop will be 
very seriously injured. Early cotton has 
a good crop of bolls, but late cotton has 
not much fruit on it. The stalks are 
large enough, but little fruit on them. 
Our cotton is already cut by drouth 25 
per cent, Caterpillars were general be- 
fore the hot, dry weather came in, but it 
is too hot now for them to do much dam- 
age. 
po fear our crops will be a failure again, 
either from drouth or caterpillars, as the 
weather shall prove to be dry or hot, for 
the balance of thismonth. Our corn is 
fully matured, but all other crops are 
wilting and parching up. 

ALBANY, Ga., August 12, 1874. 
Up to four days ago our farmers were 
in fine spirits abouttheir crops, but now 
the caterpillars are increasing rapidly, 
and there is but little doubt that they will 
do serious damage. This seemingly un- 
avoidable destruction to our crops every 
year by the wormsis demoralizing our 
planters very much. Many of them will 
tight the worms manfully with poison, 
lamps and every other remedy that can 
be thought of, butthey are exceedingly 
hard to conquer. 

Moraan Co., Ga., August 12, 1874.

The receipts of new cotton would secin 
to indicate that the crop was fully as 


early as last year, but we think 
it is generally about a week 
later; and that these early 


receipts are not a fair index of the whole 
crop. For the last two years the cater- 
pillars have injured the cotton in South- 
western Georgia and Florida to such an 
extent that many of the planters deter- 
mined to plant their cotton two weeks 
earlier than usual, this year, so as to save 
that much time before the worm came; 
and it is from these very early planta- 
tions that. these first bales are being re- 
ported. 

CATERPILLARS, — 
A new plan to destroy these vermin 
has been discovered, and one planter in 
Southern Georgia has ordered t hun- 
dred pans and a hogshead of molasses to 
use on his farm, plan is this: Have 
tin pans made four inches deep and 
twelve inches across, either square or 
round; with the sides perfectly perpen- 
diealar,; so the flies cannot crawl eut; 
then put into them enough molasses and 
water—made quite thick ‘and sweet-—to | 
fill the pans to the depth of one inch; 
set these on stumps and. fences and 
will catchall the flies that lay the cater- 
pillar eggs.

been appointed to prepare a report of 
the investigating committee, and a por- 


tion of the evidence to be submitted to 
Plymonth church ,and will report proba- 
bly in a fortnight. The tide of popular 
feeling appears to be rnnning in favor of 
Beecher, and the black mailing opera- 
tions of Tilton and Moulton meet general 
condemnation. 

The mortgage on Beecher’s house re- 
ferred to in the cross, examination has 
notyet been foreclosed, although over 
due. It was made in favor of the Brook- 
lyn Saving Bank for five thousand dol- 
lars and sworn to before [Sneedeker, the 
same justice before whom Tilton swore 
-to the truth of the charges of adultery. 

Tilton’s lawsuit is in the hands of his 
counsel. The summonses are ready, and 
the instructions are that they be served 
early next week. Moulton is still in the 
country. His appearance here is looked 
for with curiosity. The editorials in the 
morning papers on the subject of the 
scandal are of amore decided character 
than yesterday. 

The Sun.in a caustie editorial view of 
the case refers to Mrs. Tilton’s mania for 
admissicn and retractions, and is willing 
to conclude her to be a religious monoma- 
niac and a female angel as painted, but 
considers it well thatjthe world has not too 
many such female angels, As for the 
charges of Tilton, Mouiton and Carpen- 
ter, they condemn Beecher for eliciting 
fools and knaves for friends and confi- 
dants, and for this folly he has been pun- 
ished enough. 

If Beecher can be crushed by Mr. and 
Mrs. Tilton and Moulton,then any clergy- 
man in the country can be ruined by one 
bad man and one weak woman, even 
though perfectly innocent. 

New York, August 15.—Beccher left 
for Peekskill to-day, and will probably 
not return before October. At the part- 
ing reception Beecher’s countenance 
lighted with joy, but with eyes filling 
with tears, he stood with his wife and re- 
ceived the guests. He took as many of 
their hands as he could conveniently 
hold, Ladies went up to Mrs, Beecher 
and kissed her. She was powerfully af- 
fected, and could scarcely return their 
kind attentions. Beecher said he hadrid 
himself of a great burden, and was now 
going to White Mountains and frolic away 
his troubles. For at least a half an hour 
the scandal was the exclusive topic. 

A Brooklyn paper, which is regarded 
as Tilton’s mouth piece,summarizes the sit- 
uation as follows: Frank Moulton 1s with 
Ben Butler. Mr. Beecher is at Peekskill. 
Theodore Tilton remaihs at his residence 
in Livingston street. Frank Carpenter 
is wondering over a blackmail! charge in 
horror. Frank Moulton will give his 
statement, not to the committee, but to 
the world. Ben Butler will inquire into 
the documents Theodore Tilton has in 
reserve as evidence. Beecher and his 
friends will attempt to invalidate the 
decuments. Frank Carpenter will not 
be altogether speechless. 

Brooxiyx, August 15.—The Union 
says in his defense and explanation, be- 
fore the committee, Beecher stated that 
the seven thousand dollars which Bowen 
paid to Mr. Tilton was obtained through 
his influence. A gentleman, who was 
Tilton’s counsel at the time and who is 
now judge of one of the local courts, 
stated to a reporter of the Union to-day 
that he was well satisfied at the time of 
payment that Tilton had a valid or writ- 
ten contract and that he had a case 
if taken into a court of law. Bowen 
could have set up no defense that would 
have been of any avail with cither bench 
or jury.

When 
first seen, the water spout was near the 
dam, and traveled slowly across the 
pond until it reached the railroad trestle 
work, a distance of a mile and a quarter 
from its starting point, when it disap- 
ared, and the cloud moved majestical- 
y off, carrying with it thousands of gal- 
lonsof water which had been drawn 
from the pond. The latter soci an 
area of six hundred acres was, in fact, 
lowered fully two inches, The hnge 
column which joined the upper region 
to the expanse of water below resembled 
a cone in form, and rotated horizontally 
with exceeding rapidity. The marvel- 
ous speed with which the column turned 
impressed the beholder immediatedely 
with the idea that it was associated with 
a Whirlwind. This, was most probably 
the case, as a tremendous wind passed 
over Augusta from the direction of 
Langley some hours afterwards. Science

Last night the matter culminated ina dis- 
graceful disturbance, tutirely due, however, 
to the crowd above alluded to. 

THE COMMENCEMENT OF THE TROUBLE. 


About 9o0’clock last night, Anderson Doke 
was standing atthe church door, together 
with Albert Franklin, Isaac Green, Jeffer- 
son Carey and others, all members, 
The congregation at this time were 
engaged in prayer. It wasthe duty of Doke 
as an officer of the church, to remain near 
the door and preserve order, a party of lads 
and young men, the same crowd that had 
frequently been ordered off before vow 
came up. Prominent inthis party and in 
the subsequent disturbances were two young 
men named Floyd Wood, and Anderson 
Allen. Wood is the son of Joe Wood, a 
negro preacher in Marietta; Allen is an At- 
lanta darkie. Wood began conversing to 
Allen is such a loud tone of voiee as evident- 
ly showed that he desired to disturb the 
congregation. Doke approached and told 
him to stop talking so loud, it disturbed the 
congregation, who were at prayer. Wood 
moved off to the steps where he sat down, and 
resumed his loud conversation with Allen. 
Doke came to him again and told him that 
if he did not stop talking he would be com- 
pelled to take him off by force. Wood re- 
plied, ‘‘The man who touches me does so at 
the peril of his life.”’ Doke then took hold 
of him, and Wood 
STRUCK HIM ACROSS THE HEAD WITHA STICK, 
Allen at once jumped on Doke also, and 
comenced beating him. This disgraceful 
scuffle lasted several minutes before the 
members who were present could pull the 
rioters off. Considerable noise was made, 
and the congregation, thoroughly alarmed, 
came pouring out, among others Jefferson 
Dozier and Moses Jones, These were or- 
dered by the pastor to seize Allen, and carry 
him to the guard house. Allen resisted 
and said 
“THAT HE WOULD DIE BEFORE HE WOULD BE 
TAKEN, 
but was overpowered, and carried off. Sev- 
eral other members laid hold upon Floyd 
Wood, and followed, to deliver him also to 
the police. Doke was considerably bruised 
in the’ melee but not severely so.

JEFFERSON DOZIER’S STATEMENT. 


The reporter saw Jefferson Dozier with 
reference, to the difficulties that occurred 
after they bad left the church, who 
Says that they had gotten their pris- 
oner nearly to the residence of Col, John 
M. Clarke, on McDonough street, when the 
crowd behind began to press upon them 
very closely, and insisted upon the release of 
Allen. Whe the crowd had gotten very near 
to them, Allen said he wanted to speak to 
one of them with reference to going on his 
bond. Dozier and Jones allowed him to 
turn to do so, and at that instant another of 
the rioters named Tom Warren slipped ~

After they had been struck 
several times, and actually in the presence 
of a posse of police who were coming up, 
Allen broke loose. He jamped over a fence 
and made his escape in the darkness, 


FLOYD WOOD ESCAPES, 


After thecrowd had secured the esea 
of AJlen they turned their attention to the 
arty who were following on behind with 
Floyd Wood. They began to rock them, 
and so severely that they were also com- 
pelled.to turn loose their prisoner to de- 
fend themselves, and he too ran off, and 
with them the crowd. 


THE ARRESTS, 


Under instructions from the church- 
members the police this morning arrested 
at their homes Floyd Wood, John Simons, 
Lewis Parker, and Stephen Craig. The 
trials took place at ten o’clock before the 
Recorder. ‘The evidence against Wood was 
conclusive, and he was fined $10 and costs for 
disorderly conduct to the disturbance of 
our citizens. John Simons, Lewis Parker 
and Stephen Craigall proved alibis and were 
discharged. The trouble being that in the 
darkness it was very difficult to identify 
anyone,andthey were arrested simply be- 
cause they were known to be companions 
of Wood and Allen. 

The church is determined to put a stop to 
this nuance. Criminal warrants have been 
taken out against Anderson Allen and Tom 
Warren, and their capture isonly a question 
oftime. When they are eaught itis the 
intention to prosecute them tothe full ex- 
tent of the law, and we hope soonto be 
able to publish their arrival in the chain 
gang.

The Pope has declared his intention to 
create four new Cardinals. 

In New York city there are 418 Sun- 
day schools, including all denominations, 
having an aggregate membership of 116,- 
826 scholars. 


Dr. Thirlwall, who resigned the bishop- 
rc of St. David’s, England, on account of 
‘incapacity by age and permanent phisi- 
eal infirmity” has been granted a pension 


of $10,000 a year. 
—A popular preacher enriched his ser- 


mons occasionally with thisjewel: ‘‘Re- 
member, I beseech you, that we are sail- 
ing down the stream of time, and must 
inevitably dead in the ocecta of eternity.” 


—The London Times reports that Pere 
Hyaciothe resigned his charge in Geneva 
on account of a dispute between the mod- 
erate and extreme sections of the eld 
Catholic party. He sides with and takes 


the leadership of the moderates. 


Mrs. Van Cott, whose application for 
admission into the New England Metho- 


dist Episcopal Conference was unsuccess- 
ful, has gone to the Pacific coast, and 
will try to persuade the California Con- 


ference to accept her. She claims to 
have been instrumental in the past year 


inthe conversion of 1,735 souls. 


Itis thought that there are at least 
300,000 children in the Sunday schools 
on the continent of Europe, although 
this institution is comparatively new 
there. Its foothold seems now secure in 
Germany, France, Switzerland, Holland 

Sweden, and itis gaining in Russia 


and Denmark. 


A distinguished Italian lady recently 
organized a novel deputation of ladies to 
visit the Pope. The number ot the party 
was eighty-three, agreeing with the age 
of the Pope. The ages of the members 
of the deputation ranged from eighty- 
three years downward, the youngest, who 
led it, being ayearold. The Pope is said 
to have been much affected by this curi- 


ous procession. 


The new American chapel in process of 
construction in the new quarter of Rome, 
excepting the great vasilicas, will be the 
most beautiful ecclesiastical building in 
the city. It m@built in the present Lom- 
bard and Gothic style. The exterior fa- 
cings will all be of travertine, the inte- 
rior of beautiful Aries stone. The tow- 
er, With a good peal of belis, will be 140 
feet high. The design includes lecture 
rooms, school roems, library, and lodging 


rooms for the officiating clergyman. The 
land cost $25,000, and the buildings will 


cost $70,000, of which lattersum $55,000 


have already been subscribed. 

Two important church suits have been 
recently decided. The church at Green- 
ville, Tenn., which has been occupied 


since 1865, by the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, has been remanded by the courts 


to the Methodist Episcopal Church South. 


The camp-gronnd and parsonage near 
Johnson City, Tenn., which have also 
been held by the Northern Methodists, 
have been turned over to the Church 
South. Other suits, it is said, will be in- 
stituted for the recovery of property 
claimed by the Church South. Commit- 
tees on behalf of both churches to scttle 


property questions of this nature with- 
out recourse to the courts is suggested, 
and this course will probably be adopted. 

Concerning Catholic growth in the 
South, a correspondent of the New York 
Freeman’s Journal says: ‘Complaints 
are alleged of the lack of conversions in 
the South. Such complaints are unjust, 
as they are untrue. Comparatively, 
there are and have been more conversions 
in the South than inthe North. I heard 
Bishop Gross say he made more converts 
in Georgia in five months than he did 
during his stay of two years in New Eng. 
land. The South will owe its conversion 
to Catholicit#; not to immigrants, but to 
the establishment of numerous monas- 
teries of missionary priests. How can 
Catholic immigrants scttle in districts 
where the Catholic church is unknown ? 
Their conscience forbids it. Catholics, 
clergy and laity hail with joy the initiato- 
ry steps taken by some of the bishops for 
the establishment of missionary homes.”

The .Patrons of Husbandry in Ohio 
have availed themselves of the general 
corporation laws of the State, and stand 
out on the records as a regularly incorpo- 
rated body, ‘The Ohio State Grange of 
the Patrons of Husbandry, for the pro- 
motion of agriculture and the mutual 
benefit of those engaged in the purchase 
and sale of stock, commodities and arti- 
cles pertaining thereto, including house- 
hold luxuries.” This places the State 
Order on the business footing of other 
corporate bodies. 


Dupiey W. Apams. Master of the Na- 
tional Grange, says: ‘“The history of the 
world and its present condition has es- 
tablished this fact—that all countries are 
poor which export crude, raw material, 
and import thé _manufactured article; 
and the tendency of the people is all the 
time towards a condition of dependence. 
To this there have been no exceptions, 
and we would do well to heed the warn- 
ing and escape the doom. Where the 
great industries—Agriculture and Manu- 
factures—are equally developed, the gen- 
eral prosperity is assured.” 


Tue Patrons in some portions of New 
York have adopted the plan of keeping 
a blackboard always in readiness at their 
meetings, onwhich are entered, by the 
members as they come in, stock and 
other property for sale or exchange, 
stock strayed or stolen, and such other 
information as they desire to bring be- 
fore the members, Thisis said to work 
admirably, and many sales and other 
transactions grow out of this mode of ad- 
vertising. meetings are generally 
held in school-houses, is easy to make 
this plan available, and we advise its 
general adoption. Many of the secreta-. 
ries in the subordinate granges in Ken- 
tucky keep two books, in one of which 
the members record what they have to 
sell, and the other they wish to purchase.

— Virginia Fireside, 
A HANDY GARDEN ROLLER. 


Take a joint of stove-pipe, 6, 7, or 8 
inches in diameter; set one end upon an 
inch board, and with a seratch-aw! or 
pencil mark around on the inside; reverse 
the pipe and mark the other end. Then 
with a pair of compasses find the centre 
of these two wheels, and strike around 
their circumference, allowing for the 
iron. Saw or eut them true and round; 
bore a hole with a bit in their centres, to 
receive a shaft of half-inch round jron 
about three inches longer than the length 
of pipe. Now fit in one of these heads, 
and upset the sheet-iron pipe over it 
enough to hold it firmly in place. Put 
the shaft in and set the whole end on the 
ground, taking care that the shaft stands 
true; and lastly put in a quart or two of 
dry sand, and tamp it hard with a 
suitable rammer repeating the 
operation till the pipe is full to within 
one inch of the top. Fit in the other 
head with the shaft in the place; upset 
the iron over it as before, and you have 
a roller as serviceable as one of all iron, 
and at almost no cost. To fit it for use,

Itis thought that there are at least 
300,000 children in the Sanday schools 
on the continent of Europe, although 
this institution is comparatively new 
there. Its foothold seems now secure in 
Germany, France, Switzerland, Holland 
and Sweden, and itis gaining in Russia 
and Denmark. 

A distinguished Italian lady recently 
organized a novel deputation of ladies to 
visit the. Pope. The number ot the party 
was eighty-three, agreeing with the age 
of the Pope. The ages of the members 
of the deputation ranged from eighty- 
three years downward, the youngest, who 
led it, being ayearold. The Pope is said 
to have been much affected by this curi- 
ous procession. 

The new American chapel in process of 
construction in the new quarter of Rome, 
excepting the great vasilicas, will be the 
most beautiful ecclesiastical building in 
the city. It i@built in the present Lom- 
bard and Gothic style. The exterior fa- 
cings will all be of travertine, the inte- 
rior of beautiful Arles stone. The tow- 
er, With a good peal of bells, will be 140 
feet high. The design includes lecture 
rooms, school roems, library, and lodging 
rooms for the officiating clergyman. The 
land cost $25,000, and the buildings will 
cost $70,000, of which lattersum $55,000 
have already been subscribed. 

Two important church suits have been 
recently decided. The church at Green- 
ville, Tenn., which has been occupied 
since 1865, by the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, has been remanded by the courts 
to the Methodist Episcopal! Church South. 
The camp-gronnd and parsonage near 
Jonson City, Tenn., which have also 
been held by the Northern Methodists, 
have been turned over to the Church 
South. Other suits, it is said, will be in- 
stituted for the recovery of property 
claimed by the Church South. Commit- 
tees on behalf of both churches to settle 
property questions of this nature with- 
out recourse to the courts is suggested, 
and this course will probably be adopted. 

Concerning Catholic growth in the 
South, a correspondent of the New York 
Freeman’s Journal says: ‘‘Complaints 
are alleged of the lack of conversions in 
the South. Such complaints are unjust, 
as they are untrue. Comparatively, 
there are and have been more conversions 
in the South than inthe North. I heard 
Bishop Gross say he made more converts 
in Georgia in five months than he did 
during his stay of two years in New Eng- 
land. The South will owe its conversion 
to Catholicit¥, not to immigrants, but to 
the establishment of numerous monas- 
teries of missionary priests. How can 
Catholic immigrants scttle in districts 
where the Catholic church is unknown ? 
Their conscience forbids it. Catholics, 
clergy and laity hail with joy the initiato- 
ry steps taken by some of the bishops for 
the establishment of missionary homes.”
